Indianapolis, Feb. 5.— An attem p t 
to amend the divorce laws of Indi­ 
a n a was made today when Rep. J. F. 
Cleary of Indianapolis, Republican, 
introduced a bill allowing absolute 
divorae lo r only one cause. 
The hill, 
which was draw n at the request of 
W illmr A. ltoyse, m anager o f the 
Catholic 
Columbian-Record, 
has 
been subm itted to the Catholic so ­ 
cieties fo r their approval or d isa p ­ 
proval and Royse is optimistic th at 
the societies will approve it, even 
though it is not strictly in accord 
with the Catholic belief, 
Although absolute divorce, allow ­ 
ing s e c o n d m arriage, could be ob­ 
tained only »>n one ground, th a t of 
adultery, “limited” divorce is allow­ 
ed o ’ several ground.-. 
Under “ lim­ 
ited” divorce rem arriage would not 
be allowed. 
“ Lim ited” divorce could 
be obtained on the grounds of cruel 
and iuhum an treatm ent, s u c h con­ 
duct on the n art o f the defendant 
as would m ake it unsafe and im­ 
proper for the plaintiff and d efen­ 
dant to cohabit, abandonm ent, neg­ 
lect. 
The hill as finally drafted may in­ 
clude a 
provision 
prohibiting 
a 
second m arriage even a f te r ab so ­ 
lute 
divorce 
unless 
privilege 
oi 
second m arriage is allowed by the 
court. 
Divorced parties could not 
he rem arried unless they showed the 
court in .¡dint application that they 
were reconciled. 
“My wish is f«> put an 
end 
to 
freakish divorces,” said the C a th ­ 
olic publisher. 
“ The bill is modeled 
partially a fte r the New York law. 
Catholic people are interested in the 
hill, and it has been submitted to the 
Catholic' societies. 
Of course, the 
Catholic church does not believe in 
second m arriages, hut it i< possible 
th at this might he considered a good 
m easure by them in the absence of 
a chance to get at a more sweeping

S. 
Hale. 


(Dem.) of Dearborn county a bill is 
being hurried into shape for presen- 
tation to thislegislaturewhich makes 
it unlawful to sell or transport, or 
offer for such purposes adulterated 
or misbranded seed. 


The bill will commonly be known 


as 
the ''pure seed" lull. 
It is de- 


signed to prevent the 
flooding of 


Indiana with low quality seeds adul- 
terated with weed seeds or damaged 
grains such as cracked corn. 
The 


bill is of greatest interest to farm- 
ers who it is said, have been victim- 
ized by seed growers in other states. 
Many states now have "pure seed" 
laws, and the fact that Indiana is 
not protected has caused an influx 
of poor seed into this state. 


The bill would require the labeling 


of all seed for sale in Indiana. 
The 


label would have to bear the name 
of the seed, name of the importer 
or distributor, locality 
where 
the 


seed was grown, a statement of the 
approximate percent, of impurities 
and weed seeds contained and the 
approximate percent 
of the seeds 


capable of germination. 


The ''pure seed" bill is dc-ignt/d 


to protect the 
1 buyer of seeds jnM as 


the pure food !a\v acts in regards to 
foods. 


Dirt, chaii°. broken seeds, seed-- in- 


capable of germination and various 
weed seeds would be considered im- 
purities. 


Seed to be UM'd for food, storage 


or manutactun::g purpo-es 
would 


not come under the 
proposed act. 


If the label bore plainly the words 
"Uncleuned Seed" it would b? ex- 
empted from inspection.

Jleary of Indianapolis, Republican, 
introduced a bill allowing absolute 
divorce for only one cause. 
The bill, 


diich was drawn at the request of 
Wilbur A. Koyse. manager of the 
Catholic 
Columbian-Record, 
has 


been submitted to the Catholic so- 
cieties for their approval or disap- 
proval and Koyse is optimistic that 
the societies will approve it, even 
though it is not strictly in accord 
with the Catholic belief. 


Although absolute divorce, allow- 


ing second marriage, could be ob- 
tained only on one ground, that of 
ulultery, ''limited'' divorce is allow- 
ed on several grounds. 
Under "lim- 


ited'' divorce remarriage woidd not 
je allowed. "Limited'' divorce could 
ic obtained on the grounds of cruel 
and iuhuman treatment, such con- 
duct, on the part of the defendant 
a.s would make it unsafe and ini- 
l>roper for the plaintiff and defen- 
dant to cohabit, abandonment, neg- 
lect.
